here is typical of the newer designs. 
Every effort has been made to keep 
it simple. 
And yet its pleasing pro­ 
portions, the placing of windows, 
the skillful handling of the brick­ 
work, all contribute to make the 
house charming. 
Face brick, because of the charm 
in color and texture it possesses, ha* 
been chosen for the exterior wall 
construction.

The basement is the foil size of the 
house and contains a laundry, heater 
and fuel rooms, vegetable cellar, and 
storage space. 
The first floor ceil­ 
ing height is 9 feet. the second floor 
8 feet, and the content is 25,000 cubic 
feet.
